REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The Final Office Action of August 9, 2007 has been carefully reviewed and these 
remarks and request for continued examination are responsive thereto. Claims 52-60 are pending. 
Claims 52 and 58 have been amended. Claims 59-60 are new. Claims 52-57 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,301,586 to Yang et al 
("Yang") in view of U.S. Publication No. 2003/0079038 to Robins et al (Robins). Claim 58 was 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112. Reconsideration and allowance of the instant application are 
respectfully requested. 

Amendments to the Claims 

Claim 52 was amended to recite clarify the scope of the claim and to recite the feature "a 
collection creation component that, for each data object submitted to the basket interface 
component, adds at least one data item corresponding to the submitted data object to a collection 
of data items , wherein the basket interface component includes a writable property which defines 
properties of the collection of data items. " Support for this amendment is at least found in 
paragraph 73, starting on pg 28 of the specification as filed, thus no new matter was added. 

Claim 58 was rewritten in independent form and has been amended to recite the feature 
"wherein the listmaker application programming interface includes a property selected from the 
group consisting of an identity of a browser component and an identify of a basket control" and 
support is at least found in the specification as filed, pg. 30, If 76, thus no new matter was added. 

New Claims 

Claims 59 and 60 are new. Support for claim 59 is at least found in the specification as 
filed, paragraph 76, pg. 30, thus no new matter was added. Claim 60 recites the features of 
pending claims 52, 58 and 59, thus no new matter is added. 

Objection/Rejection of Claim 58 

Claim 58 has been amended to recite a Markush group rather than the previously recited 
list and has been drafted in independent form to recite the features of previously pending claim 
52. In view of the indication that the features recited in the Markush group were disclosed in the 
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specification as filed, the objection to and rejection of claim 58 is addressed. Accordingly, claim 
58 is believed allowable and notification of same is respectfully requested. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103 - Yang and Robbin 

Claims 52-57 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) in view of Yang and Robbin. 

Claim 52 has been amended to recites the feature of "a listmaker application 
programming interface for modifying properties of a browser software component" Applicants 
have not located any disclosure relating to this feature in the references of record, thus claim 52 
is believed to be patentable over the references of record. 

Claims 53-57 depend from claim 52 and are patentable over the references of record for 
at least the reasons that claim 52 is patentable and for the additional features recited therein. For 
example, claim 56 recites the feature of a "three-dimensional pie chart." The Office Action 
suggests that this is a design choice - however typically a status bar does not include such a 
feature because it is simpler to use text, for example. A three-dimensional pie chart, on the other 
hand, while more complex to generate, provides the benefit of being more readily understood by 
the user, particularly a user that is less familiar with computers or that is interested in quickly 
understanding the information provided by the three-dimensional pie chart. For example, the 
gauge display may be a three-dimensional pie chart that displays a pie slice proportional to the 
current aggregated value of the property, relative to the maximum value specified by the hosting 
application. 
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CONCLUSION
